* LONDON, May 1.—The Admiri'y 
announces that if is now cofsidered to 
be proved conclusively that the Bri- 
tish hospital ship 
jtas attacked by a German submarine 
in Bristol Channel on the afternoon of 
March 10. The vessel was struck by a 
Leorpedo and subsequently had a nar- 
fow escape from being sunk. 

At the time of the attack at 5.5 
o'clock iw the afternoon the Guildford 
Castle, which wascarrving 433 wound- 
ed soldiers, was fring a Red Cross 
flag of the largest size. Her narigat- 
ing lights were also showing and the 
dintinet’se marks denoting the char- 
acter of the ship were properly illum.

“marks «ere in ang way obscured by 
climatic conditions, f6c the weather at 
A the time was clear with «# visibility of 
about five miles, and the ship, atand- 
ving well out of the water, could be 
“plainly distinguished as a British Rel 
Cross hospital vessel.

No Rationing of 
Consumers Yet 


OTTAWA, May 1—The new regu. 
lations of the Canada Food Board in 
regard to sugar and flour stop short 
as yet of any actual rationing of con- 
sumer. The provision that“no honse- 
holder living within two miles of the 
nearest Rtocer may have on hand more 
than fifteen days’ supply of sugar or 
flour is to be interpreted, according 
te officials of the board, as meaning 
not more than normal or | actual re- 
quirements for fifteen. In determin- 
ing what normal require ments afe in 
case of any prosecution for infrjage- 
ment of the regulations Magistrates 
are expected to use simple common 
sense in pronouncing: judgment, No 
per capita allowance is-stipulated, 

Under the anti-hoarding provisions 
of the order in Council giving the 
Food Board power to make regulations 
governing the holding of food supplies 
by individuals or companies, it is 
stated that the Mayistrates before 
whom prosecutions are entered are to 
be judges as to questions of fact, Con- 
sequently in determining whether or 
not any householder has in stock more 
than fifteen days’ supply the Magis- 
trate will do as the householder is ex- 
pected to do—namely, consider whe- 
ther or not the supply is a reasonable 
one considering all the circumstances. 

At present, considering the supplies 
of sngar-and flour -available in Can- 
ada for this year, and ocean tran 
portation limitations, the Food Board 
does not consider it necessary to or- 
bitrarly limit individual consumption 
beyond what has already been done 
by the hotel, restaurant and boarding: 
house regulations, The main object 
of the new regulations is to guard 
against waste through limiting: house- 
hold supplies ta reasonable amounts, 
thne encouraging thrift and prevent= 
ing spoiling from long storage,

In an effort to protect the salmon

The Kaiser, scemingly as a last resort, picked out the line held by 
the United States troops as a soft place to batter through. siere, he was 
treated to a disagreeable surprise, for the “Buddies” handed the enemy 
a jolt which they will not forget for a while. As the Canadians won 
glory on the ficlds of Flanders for outstanding bravery and initiative, so 
will our North American brothers come out of this war with fying colors,

ESCAPES FROM GERMANY 

LONDON, May 3—A dramatic story 
of his escape from Germany” is told 
by Pte. Allan Wilson, now convales- 
cing with his grandmother fn Parish 
Craigie, of Kilmarnock. Pte. Wilson 
enlisted from a Manitoba farm. He 
was taken prisoner at Ypres, in June, 
1916. He twice attempted his escape, 
the first occasion being unsuccessful. 
He was confincd In a dark cell for 
seven days and compelicd to stand a¢ 
fittention with his face to the wall. 110 
says prisoners aré fed black bread 
with soup made from turnips. practi- 
cally just hot water, and only allows 
two Slices of bread daily. 

Pte. Wilson eluded the warder un- 
der cover of darkness.and made his 
way to a wood where he remaind un- 
til the following night. It took a whole 
week by nightly atages to reach safe- 
ty. One night two of them had a tez- 
rible scare. They were hiding In a 
hay shed when two Germans and two 
Rusvians came to Ift the hay. A Rus- 
sian saw them first, and grasping the 
situation, covered them with hay. This 
thoughtful Russlag’s action prevente! 
their recapture bo covered 140 
miles of endless pfivations and hard- 
ships. Pte. Wilson losing nearly 30 
pounds in weight. He bapplly is now 
regaining his bealth, and will shortly 
resume farming pursults In Manitoba.

A tax of six dollars a thousand on cigars means a tax 
of a little ss than two-thirds of a cent. on one cigar. 

How much will the price of ‘cigars yo up? Will the 
cigar that formerly sold for ten cents now sell for eleven, 
or will the price be jumped to fifteen? 

Another question smokers are asking is this: Why 
should tobacconists, heeause of the new tax. hoist the price 
on stocks on hand to which the new tax does not apply? & 

It seems probable-that there will be token from tobacco 
users many times as much as will go to the Government in 
revenue, although the sole object of the tax is to raise rev- 

. enue for the national treasury. There is no tax so ceon- 
omical to the country and its people as the direct tax, which 
goes straight to its object. For instance, if there were a 
war stamp, in ihe shape of a ¢ r band, to be bought at 
the cost of acent with exch ct purchased. or affixed : 
stump to h p wettes purchased, there 
would be in cach case a clean and direet transaction, with 
the public revenue receiving all the extra cos, imposed on 
the consumer, less the cost of printing the war starhps, 
which would be very small.

WAR FICTION SHOULD WAIT UNTIL AFTER THE WAR. 


“~ Whea you come to think of it, war‘is all that Sherman said it was 
and more, and we get so much of it that we begin to think it is served 


up in too frequent and large doses. The news columns of the daily 


are eagerly scanned for the latest news from the battlefronts and 
between editions bulletins are closely watched. ‘That is the function of 
newspapers and a phase of war activities that the public is entitled to 
and reasonably expects, bul when war is so real and tragic and so 
fraught with fearful consequences to the nation and the individual, the 
flood of war fiction in books, magazines, plays and films, rather makes 
for war weariness than accomplishes any good. Even the editorial 
columns of the daily newspaper seems to dwell alittle too much on the 
war situation in sympathy with the news columns, for it is diflicult to 
write of anything else when the mind is full of war. Be that as it may, 
the thought persists that to masquerade the war in the guise of fiction 
is grotesque to say the least and anticipates the period whem war fiction 
will be palatable by many mouths or at Jeast until the close of the war. 
The position taken by 2 well-known) French theatrical — producer 
against war plays must strike 4 responsive chord in many hearts. Hav- 
ing served in the army of France in the present struggle and been re- 
tired with honorable wounds his opinion on war plays has special signi- 
cance. He says: : 

“I hold that the true artist should refrain from touch- 
ing this sacred think. The more alive the patriotic feeling 
in a well-balanced soul, all the more does «in instinctive Te- 
serve forbid us to make use of it. Those who are making 
war, those who are really feeling it, give us the best ex- 
ample of this discretion. - 

“*ANll belligerent literature is abhorrent to them. A few 
rare poems, thé letters of our:soldiers, the books of our 
officers, the stories of a few reliable eye-witnesses—that is 
what the war will produce as long as it Lists. But no liter- 
ature, no bombastic tirades, no theatrical effects. Similarly 
we whom the war spares should not speculate on a counter- 
feit of the tragedy in order to augment the receipts.at the 
box-office. We should not make the cannon thuader in the 
wings, nor unfold on the stage the flag of battles, nor 
clothe an-actor in the garb of a hero. To do so is a dis- 
gusting spectacle, and I shall never consent to it.”

6 THE POTATO PATCH 

Evory prospective gardener must 
concentrate on potatoes this year. The 
most suitable soll-for the tubers is 2 
rich, deep, friable, warm sandy loari 
with good natural drainage, a constart 
moderate supply of moisture and an 
adequate supply of decayed or decay- 
Ing vegetable matter. The warmest 
and best drained solls that can be 
obtained should be chosen for tho 
early potatoes and the sets should b+ 
planted shfllow, so that they will. get 
the advantage of the heat from the sur- 
face soll. 

May 18th ts time enoifgh to plant 
your potatoes but.in the meantime de 
preparing your soll. Get it as mellow 
as possible, While forking It over add 
some stable manure. To obtain cnoug’: 
food to produce twenty or thirty bush- 
chs of tubers a small patch of ground 
must take up and evaporate through 
tho leaves tons of tons of water. This 
water holds the plant food in solution. 
Your soll does not hold water and it 
should be your task to make Jt do this. 
The more like a sponge you can make 
it the better, providing the water In 
it does not become stagnant. If you 
add plant food to a physically fit or 
sponge-like soll, good growth is bound 
fo result.

THE GARDEN TRENCHES 
To sow a row of secd quickly, even- 
ly and thinly requires care and prac- 
lice.

This not only entails 
waste but causes overtrowdipg anl 
corresponding injury to the plants 
The top of the seed packet should be 
torn off and the packet held between 
the thumb and forefinger. My gently 

swaying the packet from one cide 
another the seeds will drop out. An- 
other method of sceding {sn to place tho 
seed Jn a tin dish and gather as many 
seeds as possible ,between the thuns 
on the forefinger. A gentle rubbing 
motion of the thumb on the forefinger 
releascs a few seeds at a time. Coarse 
secds may be placed individually with 
the fingers. After the ground is fuliy 
prepared for planting a piece of boar! 
or a line may be used ta make straight 
even rows.

SOLDIER SOX TAXED BY PROFITEERS. 


There is much food for thought and scope for governmental igvesti- 
_ gatjon in the following remarkable statement made by a Woodstock dry 
goods merchant in his daily paper advertisement. If the war profitecr 
kas been collecting unearned tribute on even the socks for the soldiers 
it is high\time for’a show-down: 
“Why are the people of Canada paying about 300 per 
centY more for their cotton goods and about 4oo per cent.

ANADA: may well be proud of 
Margaret Anglin, who con- 
tinues to win fresh lacrels, 
week by week, from those 

who are recognized critics of drama- 

tie art. 

/. This gifted actress Is a daugbter 
of the late Hon. T. W. A. Anglin, 
former Speaker of the Houso of Com- 
mcns at Ottawa, where she was born 
and educated until she went to the 

Sacred Heart coavent of Montreal. 

It was In 1896 that the people of 
Canada realized that their country 
had produced an actress who would 
one day win international fame; for 
in that year Margaret Anglin toured 
this continent with James O'Neill ia 
a spend.d repertoire, which included 

_} among others, “The Girl 1 Left Be- 
“‘hidd Me," “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 

lizde.” “Hamlet,” and “Monte 

Curésto.” % - 

Her foreshadowed recognition 
came even quicker than her staunch- 
ezt admirers dared to hopo. 

As Icading lady to Richard Mana 
fold, Margaret Anglin gained for her- 
self a permanent place among the 
great artists; and when a little Iater 
she starred with Henry Miller, 
throughout the continent, she but 
added to those Jaurels that were per- 
mancntly hers. 

- “Green Stockings” made a great 
Impression upon ber Canadian audl- 
ence, but Jt was in her Shakespeare- 
an repertoire of a few years ago that 
Margaret Anglin scemed to reach 
the height of her power. 

She reeenlly scored.a huge success 
in a series of productions of Greek 
pete at Carnegie Hall, New York 
clty. 

Those who havo watched Margaret 
Anglin's“carcer closely, say that ber 
impersonation of “Medea” of Eurl- 
pides ‘Is the finest piece of Interpre- 
tative acting she bas ever achieved. 

“it Is as-Medea,” says the Kansas 
City Star, “depicting in its utmost 
intensity the fury of a woman storn- 
ed, that Miss Anglin has won highcat 
praise." 

Medea was not a woman of civiliz- 
ed Greew sotiely, but a wild barbar- 
fan from what was then the ends of 
the earth. She was a princess d> 
seended from the Sun God, and an 
enchantress versed in the arts of in- 
cantation and magic. She worked her 
savage will with the aid of all the 
poisons of the earth and the powers 
of the air. Jason came from the civi- 
lized world, and Medea fell in love 
with him. He became her husband, 
and also the cause of her fury and 
the chief object of it. He went forth 
in quest of the Golden Fleece, the 
first ship to sall the sea, the Argo, 
and he accomplished the feat through 
the aid of BMedea, who so loved that 
she slew ber own brother In his be- 
half. 

| Jason returned to civilization, 
bringing his plunder and his prin- 

! cess, the hero of one of the world’s 

| Rreat romances. In Greece, Medea 

} went right on murdering in order to 

j advance her busband's fortunes; but 


S| here she found laws regarding hom!- 


cide, and so they and thelr children 
became exiles, After long vvander- 
ing Jason hit upon a plan to settle 
the fdfnily diMeulties. Marriage with 
a barbariaé not being recognized tn 
Greece, Jason became ensaged to 
the only dn.ghter of the old King 
of Corinth, thus gaining a kingdom 
and arsuring the future of Medea 
and the children. Prima facie, Medea 
was a barbarian woman who had 
given herself up to a civilized Greek, 
and who, in the course of nature and 
the attrition of human life, was cast 
of. 

Once again Medea resorta to magic, 
and with the gift of a poisoned robe 
she kills Jason's young Tride. Jason 
she disdains to kill, reserving him 
for a greater torture. Although hav- 
ing the primitive woman's Jove foi 
het childrene before fleeing from this 
new crime, she kills them both. Then 
mounting to the roof of the palace in 
a magic chariot, sie salls away. 
throuch the air, taunting the hero of 
the Golden Flicece that ske leaves 
bim without bride, kingdom ertechild, 

Her motive in the murder of the 
children was to save .hem from the 
vengeance of the people of Corinth. 

Miss Anglin, wearing a barbaric 
robe of green and searict, her shock 
of raven hair touched with white, 
her countea.ce bagsard ss if aged 
by the vortex of elemental feminine 
passions, her voice responding alike 
to the tenderness of tone toward her 
doomed children and to the utmost 
outburst of rage and jealousy, shows 
ttAR deeper than all that is feminine, 
maternal, lies the Merce croism of 
the barbarian. 
fathomed the depths of the charactor 
in a way to show how the pity and 
terror of tragedy are blended in their 
utmost Intensity. 

“Was Euripides, twenty-four cen- 
turics ago, a feminist? Was Medea, 
this daughter of the Sun God, the 
victim of a man-made world?" asks 
John Corbin, in the New York Times, 
And ho quotes:

Treaty for | 
Bird Protection 


ANADA and the United States 
are parties to a treaty for the 
protection of. birds unique fe 
the history of the world. Tne 

full text of this pact may be obtained 
on application to the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, along with the 
text and the enabling act (bill 93). 
passed by the Dominion Parliament 
on July 21, 1917. An abridgment 
of the text of these laws ia In course 
of preparation, and will be {ssued 
in leaflet form for. distribution Sy 
the Canadian Society for the Protec- 
tion of Birds this year. 

This treaty was drafted ard signed 
after an exhaustivo blological survey 
of the North American continent, In 
which the evidence of experts regani- 
ing the mission of certain species of 
birds in orgagic nature to maintain 
an essential check on insect life, was 
presented and confirmed. The alarm- 
ing decrease of useful species of birds 
of all kinds on this continent was 
also noted and deplored. ; 

Tho treaty provides for a perpetual 

Jore season on all migratory insec- 
|tivorious and weed-seed eating birds, 
and for special periods of protection 
for. vanishing species such as the 
Wood duck and the Elder duck, It 
abolishes spring shooting all over the 
continent and provides a close season 
on all migratory game birds through- 
out the nesting season—from March 
10 to September Ist. i 

The Canadian enabling “act is! 
known as the Miratory Birds Con- | 
vention Act. This splendid Act— 
which the public should be made 
aware of, Is now operative throug 
out the Dominfon—imposes a maxt!- 
mum penalty of one hundred dollars 
or six months’ imprisonment, or both 
fine and imprisonment, on any person 
violating {ts provisions, It also pr& 
vides for the confiscation of all guns, 
ammunition, vessels, vehicles aod 
outfits of every description, that may 
be'ured In the violation of the act or 
even with intention to violate it. 

Under the act, Dr. C. Gordon Hew- 
itt, Dominion entomologist, has re 
cently becn appointed as Dominion 
consulting zoologist. The admlnistra- 
tion department, which will include 
fame officers, invested with the pow- 
ors of both a constable and justice of | 
the peace, Is in course of organize 
tion, 

Excellent though its provisions are, 
and. its administration may be, how- 
ever, the act and the great treaty will 
be of little avail for their purpose 
unless the people are enlichtened re- 
garding the value of birds to man 
and their nests and exer. Unffl this 
‘is done and the knowledge of tre 

| mission of birds in nature, and pure 
| interest in birds for their beauty and 
habits and song become widespread, 
jlsvs for their protection will be 
jevaded or only half-heartedly obeyed. 

The Canadian Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds exists for the purpose 
of disseminating this knowledge. It 
is a voluntary morement receiving 
the approval of the Ontario Gorera- 
ment, which has assigned to it sult- 
able headquarters at 153 University 
avenue, Toronto, Its object is the 
education of the people regarding 
bird life and bird service. _ It is the 
only organized and incorporated as- 
sociation in Canada for thls purpose, 

During the past year 2.500 mem- 
bers were enrolled, chieMy juniors, 
from the Yukon to Newfoundland, 
The awakening Interest of young 
people in birds is promising, and the 
chief hope that the treaty for their 
protection will be faithfully observed, 

But the pretensions of the mult 

tude of “young naturalists” who ap 
ply yearly for permits to collect 
birds’ exes and nests and to kill rare 
visitors to their localities as “spect 
mens,” must be resolutely repressed, 
and MLL.A.’s discouraged from appl» 
ing to secure theso permits. 
« Not in one case in a thousand Se 
the “collection” more than a passing 
fancy, to be thrown out in the course 
of time as rubbish—and Canada se 
much the poorer for the loss of the 
birds.

And 
the doctors were doing their bit, too, 
in living up-to the obligations which | 
they considered to be theirs. Ao 
operating room was in every ward, 
with five tables in each. After the 
Aight on the Somme, In which [ was 
wounded, not a table*was vacant any 
hour In the twenty-four, for dgye*at 
atime, Outside of'each room was a 
long line of stretchers containing pa- 
tients next awaiting surgical atten- 
tion. And in all that stress I did not 
hear a word of complaint from the 
surgeons, who stood hour after hour 
with their skill and tralning for the 
petty pay of Dritish army medical 
officers, 

On Dec. & I was told I was well 
enough to be sent to England and, 
on the next day, 1 went on a bospital 
ship which every medical ofMcer in 
our army ought to bave a chance to 
inspect. Nothing ingenuity could 
contrive for convenience and comfort 

} was missing. Patients were sent be- 

‘low decks In elevators and placed in 
swinging cradles, which bung level 
no matter what tke ship's motion 
might be, As soon as | had deen 
made comfortable in my particular 
cradle 1 was given a box which had 
engraved upon it: “Presented ‘with 
the compliments of the Union Castle 
Line. May you havo a speedy and 
good recovery.” Tho box contained 
cigaretyes, jobacco and a pipe. 

When the ship docked at South- 
ampton after a run of ¢ight hours 
‘across the channel, each patient was 
asked what part of the British Isles 
he would like to be taken to for the 
perlod of his convalescence. [| re- 
ia quested to be taken to London, wher 
I thought there was the best chances 
jot my sceing Americans who migh' 
know me, Say, 1 sure made a good 
guess. 1 didn't know many Ameri- 
cans, but I didn’t need to-kdow them, 
They found me and made themselves 
acquainted. They brought things, and 
then they went out to get more they 
had forgotten to bring the first trip. 
The second day after { had been I{n- 
stalled on a cot in the King George 
hospital, in Tondon, 1 sent fifteen

Canadian Cattle In England. 

On March 6 the question of the 
British embargo on Canadian cattle 
was raised in the House of Lords. 
The London Times report of the de- 
bate whict followed reads:

fed the principle cf total probibjtion. | 
except for slaughter, of stores at the! 
port o. entry. Since 1896 ft had 
been urged by Mr. Rogers. he repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Govern.

sald there was no ground for exclud- 
ing Canadian cattle on the ground cf 
discase, aud Sir: Rotert Borden had 
sald that was. absolutely certain.

OTTAWA, May 11,—The urgent no- 
cossity of avoiding all unpecessary ex- 
penditure in war time was urged by 
tho Prime Minister in recelving a dele- 
gation form the Toronto City Council, 
the Toronto Board of Trade and’ tho 
Toronto Harbor Commfasioners, The 
delegation had ufged further Federal 
Government expenditure on the Toron- 
to harbor jmprovement scheme to pro- 
serve tho work already done. In pram- 
taing full consideration of tho delega- 
tion’s request Sir Robert sald: 

“ft is. very, difficult indeed for any- 
one not ft close touch with the ail. 
ministration to realize the position bo- 
fore the country in the matter of fin: 
ances. We find people coming to ths 
Government as though we possessod 
an unending source of supply of fin- 
ances for the purposo of carrying on 
tho war and everything else just = if 
there were no war effort required. 

Little in Comparison 

“We have done littlo in this count- 
try compared with what has been dono 
In some countries, In some countries 
a man {x not allowed to erect a bulld- 
Ing even with his own money.

The Belleville branch of the Navy League of Canada is keenly 

ested in the announcement that His Majesty's Warship 

has betn on active service on the Atlantic coast, has been transferred to 
Lake Ontario, where it will be used as a training ship for the British 
Navy. The local branch of the Navy League, recently-formed, has al- 
ready had several applications from young men wishing to join the 
navy and one applicant has been sent to Toronto to qualify for the ser- 
Vice, with more to follow. > 


The establishment of a training ship for the navy on Lake Ontario 
is a matter. of peculiar interest for all on account of Canada’s Ambitous 
program in building up a merchant marine service for after the war 
The **Pinta’’ is expected to arrive in Toronto in about a week and The 
News of that city speaks of the new training ship as follows: 


The British Navy in Toronto Harbor! That.is what 
the coming of the Pinta, the training ship adopted by the 
Ontario Division of the Navy League of Canada for the” 
training of the future Zailors of the British Navy and the 
mercantile marine, means. The ubiquity of the British 
Navy has Jong been marvelled at by the nations of the 
world: Many Toronto people have heard of it and read with 
pride and interest records of the training of men who for 
nearly four years have kept the seas of the world clear, and 
the Grand Germar Navy corked in the bottle of its own con- 
struction, the Kiel Canal. The training ships of Britain, 
the historic **Victory,”" the flagship of | Britain's famous 
sailor, hero of Trafalgar, and the **Foudroyant,”” her noted 
consort, which was destroyed on the west coast of England 
during a storm some years ago, and lastly, the *Egeria,”’ 
which for years was stationed “at Vancouver, B.C., in 
charge of Capt. Eddie, all have contributed to the tu 
of British youth of naval aspirations, and the building 
of the splendid navy which ensures commercial intercourse 
with the outposts of Empire today. z 

Coming Marks Epoch in the History of Ontario. 

The coming of the Pinta marks an epoch in the history 
of the City of Toronto and the Province of Ontario, since 
she is the first ship of the British Navy to anchor in inland 
lake waters. Since the outhr&ak of the war sty has been 
used as an auxiliary by the Canadian Governnjent on the 
Banks of Newfoundland. [nthe vernacular of the navy, 
she was a “mystery ship," 2 vessel of nondescript identity, 
marine flotsam moving hither and thithgg pt the behest of 
the waves. In reality she was a decoy, Atanding invita- 
tion to. Hun submarines to investigate and feel the grip of 
His Majésty’s ships concealed in water adjacent. 

At the present time the Pinto is anchored at Halifax, 
being refitted for her new work. She an auxiliary 
schooner of 100 tons ship register, 114 feet in length over 
all, 28 feet beam and 9 feet deep of hold. She draws tt 
feet in ballast and has accommodation for 73 boys. The 
officers whg will probably man her as instructors are: 
Chief Officer H. Stewart, who has served nyenty-one years, 
in the British Navy; T. Harris, physical training instruct- 
or; R. Rogers, seamanship instructor; A. E. Harris, gun- 
nery instructor; C. Allan, senior district instructor; J. HH. 
Burling, senior seamanship instructor; F. Jackson, second 
gunnery officer; E. C. Coaks, seamanship instructor; A. E. 
Searle, seamanship instructor, and J. Haddeau, wireless 
and signalling instructor. Every officer. has had lengthy 
wservice in the British Navy Harris and 
Jackson have also seen military service with the CLEP. 
during the present war. 

Special Significance in Navy, League's Policy. 

The curriculum which will be taught to the boys is 
along the lines of that taught on British training ships. 
The subjects are taken in blocks, the first block consisting 
of learning the Compass, drill, physical drill, swimming and 
nautical terms.’

War 
with Sts terrible destruction of hu: 
man Ife, has added immensely to the 
value of the child, The’ Legislature 
of Ontario was the pioneer on this 
continent In creating a children’s 
branch of the public service. It was 
in the session of 1893, exactly 25 
years ago, that the Children’s Pro- 
teclion Act. was” introduced and 
placed upon the ‘statute books with 
the approval* of both sides of the 
House. The main 
legislation were: Tho prevention ott 
cruelty and ill-treatment of children; 
and, eecond, that homeless children 
stould be placed In family homes fn- 
stead of belng reared In largo instl- 
tutions, The act also provided for 
the separate trial of juventle offen- 
ders and the’ Juvenile courts that 
have been established all over the 
world had to a farge extent their 
practical origin tq Ontario. A juvé- 
nile court was opened In Toronto in 
1894. 3 

The Ontario Act’ was soon recge- 
nized as a desirable measure. i 
wax adopted by the Lagistature of 
Manitoba In 1898, followed shoa.af- 
ter by Dritish Columbia, then Nova 
Scotia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
New Brunswick, and = has also 
been taken up In -Prince Edward 
Inland and In part at least by the 
Province of Quebec. Tho A pro- 
vides for the organizatl of a 
Children’s’ Aid Soclety , ‘in each 
city or county and before beginning 
this work such society must receive 
the approval of the Lientenant-G: 
ernor-in-Councll. These societies 
then become an Integral part of the 
provincial system, and the advantasc 
of this is that, while the societies 
recelve every possible help and en- 
couragement, there Is guaranteed to 
the people that. the work will be 
properly done and that no children 
wif) be upfairly or improperly remov- 
ed'front thelr natural Lomes and par- 
entage. In fact, St is one of the cre- 
ditable features of this ‘vork that it 
has been so wiscly and reasonably 
conducted as to have won the ap- 
provaPand cndorsation of the Jjudees 
and otber high officials of the 
province. * 

‘There are now sixty-two of these 
organizations in Ontario and they 
cover the entire province, 50 that it 
{s safe to say that there are few 
cases of IMll-treated children that 
escape public notice for any Jength 
of time, There are forty-five agents 
of theso Children’s Ald .Socletics, 
and -wherover a case of a neglected 
child occurs-in their territory It ia 
their duty to at ouce investignte and 
if possible—bring about improve- 
ment, Nct ono in five or six cases 
are brought to ccurt for the policy 
h. always been to interest parents 
in> their on children, so that any 
neglect or Careless treatment may he 
stopped without compulsory meas- 
ures, it is estimated that during the 
year some forty or fifty thousand 
children are helped and encouraged 
and protected through the, well- 
directed efforts of thesce Chifaren's 
Aid organizations. 

All children who require public 
guardianship aro made wards of tho 
Children’s Aid Society by order of 
the court to whom all the facts and 
ovidence are submitted, and In this 
way the wholo subject is carefully 
and judiciously revelwed In the pres- 
ence of the parent or guardian. Tak- 
ing the past three or four ,ears, the 
number of children mado wards by 

r of the courts avcraged 2,000 
each year, Tio act requires that the 
judge's oydor, together with tho evils 


dence taken, should be sent to the | 


Government office at Toronto to be 
preserved for future reference and 
to see that the child thereafter re- 
ceived proper treatment. Few offices 
bave a more complete record of tho 
work carried on, and social experts 
from other provinces and the United 
States have received much assistance 
as well as inspiration for better work 
through studying thy system follow- 
ed. There are nearly 16,000 records 
and all the documents relating to 
any particular child can be placed fn 
the hands of the superintendent at 
a moment's notice. 

it is the duty of the Children’s Aid 
Society to find a suitable foster home 
for each ward as s00n 35 possible, 
and* while awaiting a permanent 
home, the child is cared for in a 
Children’s Shelter and these foster 
homes are regularly visited each year 
by inspectors, who, in a kindly man- 
per, sco that conditions are salisfac- 
tory ahd that the boys and girls arc 
happy and tontented in their sur- 
roundings. . The resulls of this work 
have been exceedingly satisfactory. 
With an experience of 25 years it is 
possible to speak somewhat definite 
ly, and the one fact alone that be- 
tween six and seven hundred former 
wards of the Children’s Ald Society 
voluntarily enlisted for overseas ser- 
vice is jn itself a splendid tributs. 
“hen there are young people now 
grown to manhood and womanhood 
who are to be found in cvery walk ip 
iife—many of them married and havy- 
Ing homes of their own, and all add- 
ing their’share to the Industrial de- 
velopment of the country. Hardly 
one per cent, of the children cured for 
can be found in any prisov, for they 
have been so helped, encouraged and. 
educated as to divert their minds en- 
tirely from all that kind of thing.

1 
can always see them by lam, ght, 
when the rest, of the ward is hushed 
and shrouded, stooping over some ai- 
lent bed. One face is that of the 
colonel of the hospital, fray, con- 
cerned, pitiful, stera,. His eyes seem 
to havo photographed all tho suffer- 
ing, which, in three years, they havo 
witnessed. He's a talliman, but he 
moves softly. Over bis. aniform he 
wears along white operating smock 
—he never seems to remove it. And 
he never seems to sleep, for he comes 
wandering through his Gethsemane 
all hours of the night to bend, over 
the more serious cases. Io seems 
haunted by a vision of the wives, 
mothers, sweethearta, whose happl- 
ness is fo his bands, I think of him 
as a Christ in kbakl. 

“The other face is of a gitl — a 
sister 1 ought to call her. She's the 
nearest approach to a aculptured 
Greek coddess I've seen in a living 
room, Sbe’s very tall, very pale and 
rolden, with wide brows and big kray 
eyes like Trilby. I wonder what she 
did before she went to war—for she's | 
gone to war just us truly as any nol- 
dier, “I'm sure In the peaceful yeara 
she must have spent a lot of time 
in belng lnved. Perhaps her man 
wan killed out here, Now she's lvory- 
white with over-service and spends 
all her days In loving. Her eyes ha 
the old frank, Innocent look, but 
they're ringed with being * weary. 
Only her Jips hold a touch of color; 
they have a childish trick of trem- 
bling when anyone's wound is hurt- 
ing too much, She's the first touch 
of home that the atretcher-cases see 
when they've sald good-bye to the 
trenches, She movesyown the ward; 
eyes follow her, When she is abaent, 
though others take her place, she 
leaves a loneliness, “If she meant 
much to men In days gone by to-day 
she means moro than ever. Over 
many, dying boys sho stoops es the 
Incarnation of the woman whom, had 
they lived, they would have loved. To 
git of usp with the blasphemy of de- 
Mfroying still upon us, she stands for 
the divinity of womanhood. 

“What sights sho sees and what 
words she hears; yet the pity sho 
brings to her. work preserves her 
sweetness. In the silence of the 
night those who are delirious re-fight 
their recent battles. You're half. 
asleep when in the darkofed ward 
some one jumps up in bed suouting, 
‘Hold your bloody hands up.’ Ho 
thinks he’s capturing a Hun trench, 
taking prisoners in a bombed-in dug- 
out, In an instant, like a mother 
with a frightened child, she’s bend- 
ing over him; soon she has coaxed 
his head back on the pillow, Meno 
do not die in vain when they evoke « 
such women.”

The fundamental principle» upon 
which this college was founded was 
that {t should be opén to all new 
Ideas and to all new movenients. 
Those are the principles for which it 
bas stood during the years that have 

j intervened since Its foundation in 
1826. At a later date the question 
arose as to whethéF women should be 
admitted to university education, ant 
again in that respect this college act; 
ed as a pioneer. QGradually it had 
come about that practically evefy de- 
partment and faculty of this college 
bas beensthrown open to women 
students ~_ . 

“Then again in the movement for 
receiving students from overseas, we 
may claim to a large extent'to have 
been ploneers. For many years now 
the college has thrown open Itx doors 
to students from all over the world. 
in the years before the war we have 
gladly welcomed both undergraduate 
and post graduate students from the 
great overseas dominions, and among 
these were a very considerable num- 
ber from Canada. Many of those who 
bave so come, have by thelr intel- 
leectual work and by thelr contribu- 
tlons to tbe social lf. of the college 
adoraed and enriched this institution. 
1 should particularly like to point out 


the college. We hold as a cardinal 


principle that every department of- 


the’ college must. be prepared to 
undertake such work, and a great 
impulse to that bas beep given by 
the institution in recent years by the 
conferring of higher degrees such as 
Master of Arts, Master of Science and 
Doctor of- Science, which can be 
taken by students from foreign unl- 
versities and from domigions’ unl-

It ls probable that there are other 
translations of the call of the quall 
than “bobwhite’ and “more wet,” 
but the Nomad does not know them.

Chains of lakes hitherto unmapped 
and rivers equally unknown were 
traversed in the interior of Labrador 
by. the exploring parties of represen- 
tatlvea of the N-tional Geographic 
Soclety and the Carnegie Museum, 
Pittsburg, which arrived at St 
John's, Niid., recently.

The Bay Bridge question has advanced to a definite stage and 
must be considered from the new angle presented. The Bridge 
owners sought permission of Parliament to increase the schedule 
of tolls; Prince Edward county and the city of Belleville natural< 
ly opposed the application “ak interested parties. The vigorous 
opposition resulted in the Bill being modified: in ‘Grimittee, and 
the: proposed new schedule of tolls being cut approximately in 
two, The municipalities concerned being desirous of doing away 
with the tolls entirely by purchase of the bridge structure from 
the owners agreed, more by guess work than anything elee, upon 
a purchase price of $65,000, and the parliamentary committee in 
the intereats of Belleville and Prince Edward county, employed 
expert accountants to place a fair valuation upon the bridge from 
the standpoint of capital invested, The result was the arriving at 
a valuation for Ue purpose of sale of $78,000, This was eubse- 
quently Teduced/to $72500 as a compromise figure which the com- 
pany woukl beGwilling to agcept. 

Llow the: $65,000 figure wax arrived at by the municipalities is 
not known, but must have been more or less the result of guess- 
work, ‘and the parliamentary committee were guided by the result 
ot the valuation of expert accountants engage for the purpose 
in the interest of the municipalitics concerned. 

If the experts had placed a valuation upon the bridge under 
the tentative figure set of $65,000 the municipalities concerned 
would naturally have insisted upon the lower figure being embod- 
jal in the Bill-and made the purchase price of the bridge by Act 
of Parliament. That the independent valuators ect a higher valu- 
ation ie unfortunate as afforling any possible opponents “of a 
free bridge an opportunity for argument. As a business pro- 
position the municipalities naturally named as low a figure as 
possible as the sum which ehoukl constitute the. purchase price 
of the bridge. To act a higher price would not have been in ace 
cordance with approved business methods, Now that a positive 
fizure has been fixed by Parliament as a fair purchase price and 
assented to by the bridge owners the question can be considered 
quite: frankly as 9 business deal pure and simple, As matters 
etand now the tolle will be raised and an additional embargo 
placed upon free intercourse between Prince Edward county and 
the city of Belleville.

TIME LIMIT ON PURCHASE PRIVILEGE. 


The Bridge Bill sts a time limit in which thd municipalities 
can acquire the bridge by purchase and no good can be accom- 
plished by not facing the issue fairly and squarely as a business 
propesition and giving the people an opportunity to decide 
whether they 4are content that the toll bridge should be con- 
tinued with increased changes or whether the Ray Bridge shall be 
free, as it should be, and the abomination of toll charges on @ 
public highway forever abolished. 


SHALL THE BAY BRIDGE BE FREE? 


So it would appear as if it was up to the city of Belleville and 
Prince Edward county whether we will have a free bridge or not, 
As to the queetion of having a free bridge or a toll bridge, so far 
aa Belleville ix concerned, there cannot be two questions about it; 
Relleville is vitally intereated and everything possible ehould be 
done. by the citizens to make intercourse between Prince.

1 Year to Control Scab, as the Suc- 
cess of This Crop Is of the Utmost 
duction Campaign.

solls, binds sands together and thus 
improves the physical condition of 
beth’ types ef soll.

‘The micro-organisms that live on thu 
reots. of the nitrogen-gatbering

ST, THOMAS, May 16.—Owing t> 
the drastic shortage of firemen ow the 
railroads ia St. Thomas, caused by the 
amendment to the military Service 
Act, the Pere Marquette Railroad: is 
making yrejurations to bring ‘in 4 
large number of southern United States 
negroes to this city_and other divisioa- 
al points ‘and specdily train them for 
the duties of firemen, No lexs than 
fifty firemen on this line from hero 
have been taken on military duty dat- 
ing the past ten days, and it is impos 
sible ta run the road without that help.

» Beavers Have 


HE lemmings (we read ic 
Thomson's ‘““Cbroads in the 
Web of Life”), on the St 
berian tundras, migrate a! 
the end of a scason when food hat 
grown scarce, because they | have 
been more than usually abundaxt 
and 20 have’exhausted the avallabit 
food. They march northwards is 
closely pressed ranks, but it is not 
an organized march after a leader; 
they simply pour straight onwards 
like a living “stream, turning aside 
for no obstacle. If a mountain stands 
in their way, they go up one side and 
down the other; never attempting t¢ 
go-round, If a river crosses) the 
path, they plunge in and swim to th< 
other alde. : 

Many are carried away. But thos 
that/ are left-plod steadily onward 
resting by day, and marching by 
night, eating every blade of grass 
abd every growing plant as they £0. 
just-as the migratory young locusts 
do ip southern lands, Eventually, lo 
many cases, they reach the shores 0! 
the sea, but even ‘that does not stor 
them. They plunge boldly is, and 
the waves sweep over them. 

The lemmings’ march cannot be 
called intelligent combination, but 
we can find good examples of this, 

en among the rodents or gnawing 

imals, the order’ to which Jem- 
mings belong. The viscacha Is very 
abundant on the pampas of South 
America, A number of these animals, 
usually from”20 to 30, make thelr 
burrows with the entrances close to- 
gether, and often opening into s 
common trench. All the earth is car 
ried out to little distance and 
thrown Into a heap, which forms a 
Uttle mound, often about two feet 
high, in front of the “village.” There, 
are generally. several such villages, 
witbin easy reach of each other, The 
fbsbitants of each village sit on 
their own mound at dusk, and dis- 
appear into their burrows so quickly, 
at a’ warning cry from one of them, 
that dogs scarcely ever succeed in 
catching them. After sunset, the vis 
cachas'go a-visiting. Those of one 
village go to see their neighbors ip 
another, and sit on thefr mound, 
chattering {n friendly fashion. Nar- 
row trodden paths, from village to 
village, show how constant this babit 
‘of exchanging visits must be. 

One result of the friendly and s0- 
elable life of these little animals is 
that, though they do not stand very 
high in the scale of intelligence, they 
have a wonderfully varied “‘lan- 
guage.” Their cries “are varied. a 
thousand ways in strength and inton- 
ation, according to the age, sex, oF 
emotions of the Individual.” “3 
doubt,” writes Mr, Hudson, the nat- 
uralist, to whose beautiful. books we 
owe ao much of our knowledge of the 
Hfe‘of the pampas, “whether there is. 
in the world any four-footed thing so 
loquacious, or with a dialect so ex- 
tensive.”

whole colony, Some of these works 
are so extensive that they may en- 
tirely change the features of the 
landscape. Beavers are still found ip 
considerable numbers on the banks of 
the streams, in some of the western 
“parts of North America and im Can- 
ada, They were quite abundant ip 
Britain at one time, but bad disap- 
peared by the fourteenth century. 
Withia the last few years, however; 
a colony of them has been kept and 
carefully protected in Suez, and 
there they carry on all their usual 
activities, 

Beavers are water-loving animals, 
and, if the stream on the banks oft 
which they live is shallow or Mable 
to dry up, a colony always constructs 
a dam eo as to secure & broad, deep, 
quiet pool. To make the dam, they 
gnaw down trees, often as much a8 
10 inches in thickness, eat off the 
bark, and cut the trunk ioto logs. 
These logs they convey to the place 
where they are building. If the 
ground is smooth and the distance 


}not great, they roll the logs; bute 


frequently, they cut canals or water- 
ways from their poof to the trees, and 
so move the logs more easily, They 
pile the logs together, Alling up, 
spaces with brushwood and clayey 
earth, trampled hard down, so as to 
make an almost solid wall, which 
only allows water to trickle gradual- 
jy through, - i 

We read of one dam three-quarters 
of a mile In length, and of this two- 
thirds bad been made entirely by the 
boavers, The rest was natural bank, 
which they had raised and strength- 
ened with logs and stones. If the 
dam be broken, the beavers Immedi- 
atoly repair it, One dam was repeat- 
edly cut through, because it made = 
railway embankment unsafe.

POTATO PREPARATIONS J 

As much as is expected of the pota- 
to crop this year It ts better not to put 
off any longer getting ready fora 
bumper yield of potatoes. Tubers 
seem to thrive best, in a moist, cloudy 
and temperate climate but providinz 
there Is sufficient moisture in the soil 
and the growing season Is long enough 
they are not at all fastidious im this 
respect. The ideal soll for potatoes tz 
a rich, deep, friable, warm sandy loam 
with natural drainage and well 
supplied with decayed or decaying 
vegotable matter. The potato requires 
a great deal of moisture and will not 
flourish in cold soil where the water 14 
stagnant near the . surface, so that 
thorough drainage Is very essential to 
success. 

‘As & rule seed potato should be kept 
where they will not sprout too soon, 
for if they do, tbe sprouts are lable 
to be broken off at the time of piant- 
fog. They may sprout again but that 
takes time aod reduces their vitality.

The yaseous envelopes of the sun 
can be advantageously etudied by 28 
tronomers during the brief interval of 
total eclipse,’and it is then only that 
the corona can be observed, It is es 
timated that there ere only 90 minutes 
in a century’ for the investigation of 
this interesting but still perplexing 
outer appendage of the aun, Its shape 
fa not constant, but varies with the 
leven-year cycle of the sun's activity 
in producing aun-s pots. Sun-spota are 
now about their maximum, apd ac 
cordingly we may expecta corona 
with streamers distributed. in all di- 

erections around the sup, but rfot a0 
widely extended east and west as in 
1900, The streamers jasuing from near 
the suna poles enggeat somewhat cere 
tain appearances of the aurora bor-

The action of the Dominion Police 
in taking a local Chinaman in charge 
as a defaulter has created some discus- 
sion in legal circles in the city and it 
is very likely that some further action 
will follow.

Great Revival in °49. 


In 1819 there was a great revival in 
the okt school house now known as 
Bethel. It wax conducted by Rev. 
Mills, assitted by several local preach- 
era, \YOne of them worthy of special 
mention was the late Wm. Sills. Since 
that time'in the early fifties there 
were rome great revivals of, religion 
in the off achoolhoure at Zion Hill, 
McKim’s, a stone schoolhouse north 
4 Plainfield on the Clapp farm. In 
some of these revivals the late Archi 
bakl Parks, a well know local preach 
er, renderal helpful services. 

In achlition to those revivals already 
mentions were several camp-meet- 
ings to which many, in afler years, 
could lwok back and «sy “1 was born 
inte the Kinzdem there.” 

We will mention three places where 
these camp-meet'ngs were held. About 
the year 18G2 one was held in the late 
Thea, MeKim's syove: some tyears 
later one in W Denyes’ grove. 
amd later on one in Fairman’s grpve. 

Another revival worthy of mention 
was in the McKim school house in 
189 conducted by the late Rev. J. C. 
Osborne, by which many were brought 
into active service. In 1360. it was 
found that’ the ‘schoolhouses were in- 
adequate te accommodate the congre- 
gations amd the quarterly meetings 
had to be conducted in barna, 

These growing conzrezations of the 
{wo Methodist bodies in the early 
sixtics commence! to pian for the 
erection of churches in the various 
places where they were required and 
by hard work and sacrifice churches 
were built. 

Zion Church, 

In 1862 Zion Church waserected and 
dedicated; the same year. The dedi- 
eatory sermon was preached by the 
Rev. John Leaver. This pioneer ia 
mentioned in Withrow’s Canadian 
History as one of the ministera who 
was associated with / Rev. Hlgerton 
Ryerson in informing the Governor of 
the probable attack on Toronto in the 
troublesome days of 1457.

At the beginning of the war, “there 
wero 17,674 men and 1,609 women e:n- 
ployed in Canadian banks. By Janu 
ary 16th, 1918, the number of men 01 
the bank staffs was only 13,220—a re- 
duction of over 3,000, and the number 
of women had increased to 6,769. The 
total enlistments from the staffs of 
banks up to Jan. 15th, were 7,741—al- 
most half of the number of men on the 
bank staffs at the beginning of the war. 
Comsidering the number of marric} 
men and men over age in the banks 
this is a record to which they can 
point with pride. Since that dato 300 
additonal young banking men have 
volunteered, 839 were called under ths 
decision of Mr..Justice Duff in March;

ton of men by the banks has reached

Gardeners must ald In the campaign to 
savo the crops by destroying these 
pests. Watep for their appearance, as 
they aro already at work. They cut 
through tho stems of the young beans 
and tomato plants at the ground tine 
during the night and leave the young 
plant dying on tho ground. Investiga- 
tion in the loose soil will generally dls- 
cover the miscreant a few inches away, 
half an inch or so below the surface, 
when he can be summarily squashed.

A Farmers’ Club. * 

Tho bistory of some farmers’ as- 
sociatidns in Ontario has/been brief 
and fille¢’ with troubles. Others have 
Dullt upon the rock and have ondyr- 
ed, Why the difference? 

Perhaps a very. sbort story will 
explain the former case. A farm 
club, organized by a district repre- 
sentative, got away apparently to a 
good) start, then halted. uncertainly 
and finally died a’, lingering - deatn 
from general debility. “When asked 
té explain the, reason the represen- 
tative gave ono—promptly and with 
emphasis, . 
“The clab died because the farm- 
ers didn’t want It, The members 
were easily persuaded to organise 
Dut never took any real Interest w 
it—they were never really convinced 
that {t was a vit] necessity, ~~ 

“So far 1 haven't heard-any pro- 
posal to revive it either, and Ir don't 
intend to attempt to’ inject any arti- 
ficial stimulation into it. When the 
farmers in that district are ‘really 
“gold” to the idea of the necessity 
of organization, then we'll) be in a 
position {o do some work.” 

That explains the first cause of 
most failures, Artificial stimulation 
serves to carry an lpvalid through a 
dangerous pass, but as @ steady diet 
for a healthy body ft is foredoomed 
to failure. A farmers’ association 
must not be an invalid; when out- 
side stimulation has to be given, it 
Is a safe bet its days are numbered. 

But many others have succeeded. 
Work — doing things — is the secret 
of their success.. They make every 
member conscious of the value of or- 
ganization in the communitys The 
executives are enthusiastic, they baye 
developed progressive policiee—~and 
they work to make them successful, 
And work honestly undertakeneaod 
wisely directed, will always make a 
club or association successful if it 
has the right kind 4f material to 
work with. 

“In the summer,-the club ought not 
to ‘be allowed to, lose its. grip. 
How about.a herd testing schome— 
bas your club taken that up yet? 
Perbaps’ those members ‘needing 
drainage can have surveys mado of 
their felds, purchase tile co-opera- 
rely, securé a traction ditcher, and 
if need be, borrow provincial funds 
to pay a Jarge part of the cost, Ead- 
less ways present themselves to make 
the farmers’ association a real force 
In every month: Above all, don't for- 
get the farmera’ picnic—e Uttle fun 
makes the work more efficient.— 
Justus Miller, Ontario Department of

Col. Sam Sharpe, M.P., whose death 
is reported from Montreal, was a a- 
tive of Ontario County, he having been 
born at Zepher, Township of Scott, in 
the County of Ontario, and was a mem- 
ber of parliament for the county at the 
time of his death. He\ was a gradu- 
ate of Toronto University and a mem- 
her of the Ontario bar. He-was mat 
ried in August, 1915, to Mabel E. Cros- 
by, grandaughter of Joseph Gould, ex- 
M.P. for North Ontario. For many 
sears he was solicitor for the Town of 
Uxbridge. E 

‘olonel Sharpe was clected to the 
house of commons as 2 Conservative in

who vigorously assailed the Laurier

Colonel Sharpe is the third member of 
the present parliament to die since the 
J veneral election of Saat December, Dr.

SUCCESSIONAL CROPS. 
Many amateur gardencra are puz- 
zled to know ju«t how to handle a suc- 
cession of crops. To get the most out 
of a small area it is necessary te 
plant seeds from week to week, and, 
in some cases, to sow two crops in 
one ro@ at one time. For instance, 
lettuce and radish may be sown in the 
same row, parsnips and lettuce, corn 
and pumpkins, corn and spinach, 

lettuce and early cabbaze, ete. 

Senne examples. of successional 
plantings may serve to explain what 
ix meant by followin: one crop with 
another, 

Early beets followed with celery. 

Early beans followed with turnips 

Lettuce or onion ce's followed with 
tomatoes. 

Radishes followed with lomatoes. 

Spinach, lettuce or radishes follow- 
el with cabtze. 

Early cropa may be taken off and 
consumed and immediately afterwards 
their place may be taken by some 
other crop. The soi} should ba duz 
over and more manure added if pos: 
sible. This should be followal by a 
careful raking down before the plants 
are set out or the «ceds planted.

Irish Bases For 
Hun Submarines 


- 

LONDON, May 27.—Germany’s un- 
tiring efforts to foment rerolution in 
Ireland with. the aid of the Sinn Fein 
aré laid bare in ‘a statement from the 
oficial press bureau, reviewing this 
phase of the Irish political situation 
i the beginning of the war. 

After the abortive rebellion of Eas- 
ter week, 1016, plans were made for 
a revolt in 1917, but this miscarried 
because of America’s entry into the 
war and Germany's inability ta send 
troops to Ireland. Ait uprising in Ire- 
land was planned for this sear after 
the German offensive in’ the west had 
Leen successful and when Great Bri- 
tain presumably would be stripped of 
troops. \ 

Concerning, the recent arrests in Ire- 
and the statement says that facts and 
documents for obvious reatons, can- 
not be disclosed at thix time, nor can 
the means of communication’ between 
Germany and Ireland, : 

One phase of every plan called for 
the establishment of snbmarine bases 
in Ireland. In the present circumstan- 
ces it is added, no other course was op- 
en to the government “if nseless blood- 
shed was to be avoided and its duties 
fnlfilled, bat to intern the authors apd 
abetiors of this criminal intrigue." 

The statement from the press bureat 
follows: “ 

“The revolutionary movement in Ire- 
Jand which culminated in the arrest 
of a considerable number of pessons 
last week consisted of two closely re- 
lated series of activities: (a) attempts 
sy the German Government to foment 
rebellion in Ireland, and (b) prepara~ 
tions made in Ireland to carry thee 
attempts into action, The story of the 
active connection between the leaders 
of the Sinn Fein movement and the 
Germans, as disclosed by documents in 
powesion of the British Government, 
falls into two parts—the period prior 
to and the period since the abortive 
Irish rebellibn of Easter, 1916. 

“The events of the first period can 
be told in some detail, but the second 
period, whicl/ concerns recent events 
permits of mb more than a summary, 
as a full st\tement on the facts and

I got = report from 
one set of agents, then sent another 
set over the ground and matched up 
reports, Theve was ample verification 
of the reported ‘German smuggling 
and military preparations. 
*Altbough the Germans had plan 
ped and prepared big things to hap~ 
pen along the Detroit river, some uf 
those plans were abortive, and oth- 
ers were frustrated .by the activity 
of my agents. Undoubtedly they had 
meant business, and bloody business! 

The toposraphy was excellent for 
their purposes. The countryside for 
several miles “back from the river 
was largely occupied by Germans— 
thrifty, prosperous farmers, who 
were outspoken In their allegiance to 
the Fatherland. They were amus- 
ingly suspicious of strangers, before 
whom they kept very mum; but 
among themselves they talked freely, 
with practically no attempt at con- 
cealment.’ Many. sturdy Germans 
were brought Into the district during 
the two years following the outbreak 
of war, and almost every farm had 
taken on some’hands of the sort. 

Owing to the large German popu- 
lation there were, of course, a num-~ 
ber of societies, fraternal and social. 
The principal fraternal society was 
the “Arbeiters," formed «a few 
months after the war started. It had 
over three thousand members, and 
they lived all the way from St. Clair 
to Algonac. 

There was an abandoned building 
in Oakland, a little tows adjoining 
St. Ctair, and practically just across 
the creek from Marine City—an old 
galt shed that belong to a man nam- 
ed Albert Kaltschmidt, indicted in 
connection with a plot to blow up the 
Welland Canal.

A Veteran Printer. 

Mr. H. Constable, who is perhaps 
the oldest working printer in Canada, 
celebrated. bis eighty-Ofth birthday 
the other day im Woodstock. . Mr. 
Constable still runs bis printing dusl- 
ness on’ Dotdas street, Woodstock, 
being haleiand hearty. He was boro 
in London, England, in 1834, and 
came to Canada very earty io life. it 
ig sald thatbe ebopped cordwood at 
26 centa a cord in order to earn 
money enough to supply himself with 
bogks to secure bis education. - 

r. Constable found himself in 
Cleveland in 1863 workirg as 8 
journeyman printer on the Cleveland 
Leadér,) alongtide of Artemus Ward 
‘and Mark Twain. After some months 
he returned to St. Thomas, but being 
sent for returned to Cleveland early 
fn 1864, the last year of the civl 
War in the United States. Artemus 
Ward had then commenced bis bu- 
morous writings In tbe columas of 
the Plaindealer of Cleveland, and 
on Mr, Constable’s return to Cleve- 
land be was requested by Ward to 
fill bis place op that paper while be 
went on a lecture tour to California. 
Mr. Constable modestly claimed his 
Inability to ll bis place, but after 
niuch pressure accepted the situation. 

On returning again to Canada Mr. 
Constable established the Ingersoll 
News in 1864, This paper had been 
run previously as the Ingersoll Plain- 
dealer. In a fre which burned nearly 
all the busineas acction of Ingersoll 
‘n 1873 Mr. Constabl printing 
plant was consumed, 
supposed to have perished in the 
flames, his obituary having deen pub- 
lished in the Londofi Prototype which 
afterwards became the London Free 
Press. ce 

Mr. Constable left Ingersoll in 
1875 for Ridgetown, where be estab- 
lished the Kidgetown Plaindealer, 
running it for a number of years. 
This newspaper be sold and went to 
Niagara Falls, where he established 
the Record. In Alexandria he estab- 
lished the frst newspaper published 
there In the interests of the Reform 
party. . Constable went to Brant- 
ford and established a job printing 
office there, which he conducted for 
ten years, He then went to Ayr, 
where he estabifsl 
and conducted t r some time. On 
leaving Ayr he went to Woodstock, 
where he has lived ever since,

Air Miniatry here by the Associated 
Press correspondent in an interview, 
Hére is his answer: : 
“The pilot whd is destined to fly the 
ingle-seater machines of the Air 
‘orce is “discovered”? almost as soon 
he hae been baptized in the air. 
“To begin with, he must have pass- 
‘ed certain physical teste with a hun- 
dred per cent, teault. Many wise men, 
doctors and organizers, sit in conclave 
Over these tests. They define certain 
factors that go to make up a “‘petfect’’ 
airman—perféct eight, age 24 or its 
equivalent in makeup, a total abstain- 
er, good hands, quick brain, keenness, 
confidence. It is odd how much em- 
phaais is placed on a man’s hands by 
the examiners, who argue that there 
is as much difference between flying a 
scout and an ordinsry' machine as 
there id between ‘riding a ‘thorough- 
bred and a cart-horse, -

“The Germans are not about a new 
businesayin the bombing of hospitals.

PARIS, May 29.—General Foch now has the situation well in hand 
and French troops are beginning to gain on the German advanced forces 
in a contest of speed.

Those on the sccnc 
declare that it is not too much to say that another forty-cight hours will 
see the German drive definitely stopped. High praise is given the French 
reserves for the perfect order in which they are coming into the fighting 
line. 

HUNS MADE SLIGHT PROGRESS. 


With the French Army in France, Tuesday, night._(By Associated 
Press}—The German offensive made only slight progress today. Sccing 
heavy masses opposed to them, the Allics gave way in the centre and in 
some places the enemy crossed both the Aisne and the Vesle., 

The Allied command perceived, when the German offensive began, 
that resistance on the lines ‘then held would be impracticable and effected 
a withdrawal towards stronger positions in order to give the reserves 
time to come up. The encmy found both flanks were holding, however.

at their disposal, and the Allies gave way, fighting bard. ~ 
and British troops on the flanks fought with extraordinary courage and 
succeeded in holding ony notwithstanding the great odds against them.

The following reports were present: 
ed at the annual meeting of Belleville 
¥.iM. C. A. held Monday evening: 
Secretary's Report. 

“The past year has been largely one 
of adjustmént fo the situation on the 
part of your secretary. While the as 
sociation problems are similar always 
the community and relationships dif- 
fer, and it is not always casy to work 
in entirely «new surroumings. 

The programme of work carried out 
may not have been spectacular but we 
have tried to meet the problems that 
have arisen and carry on & reasonably 
active policy of work, Our work has 
necessarily been with boys this year, 
but haa been very well worth while, 
Our records show that the boys have 
taken good advantage of the facilities 
offered; 4.499 men and boye have used 
the gymnasium and shower baths dur- 
ing the year, quite a number 
been taught to swim. In addition to 
this, 305 girs have used our gymnas- 


tium and baths. 


The physical report will give details 
along these lines that will be inter- 
esting. Our Boys’ report will show 
that the Boys’ Department and social 
activities have been well altended and 
nuch appreciate! by the boys. Sev- 
tral groups have met for Bible study 
in the Boys’ Department and a num- 
ber of mass meetinga were. held dur- 
ng the year as otherwise listed on 
lepartment reports. 

Our financial 6tatement will show 
that the operation for the year amount- 
Of this we received 
$2,412 from the Efficiency Fund, The 
balance ic made up by current. re 
‘eipts and a loan from the bank of 
$2.0. This is not as good a showing 
sa we would like, but is quite within 
reason in cgmparison with the past 
years, especially «hen we take into ac- 
count the great number of members 
we have loat for overseas service, 

Styps will be taken to provide for 
this bank overdraft during May ofthe 
new sear and we should have a good 
year financially for the next twelve 
months. 

Our dormitories have been used 
fairly well, the returns being $10.0 
better than the previous year, and 
present indicationg gre that the re- 
turna wil] be eomewhat better than in 
the past. 

The circus held in April seemed to 
create an interest of the right kind 
in the community and provided. en- 
tertainment and possibly some adver- 
tising for our work. 

Mr. Harry Ellis has been with us 
since September and has had charge 
of the boys’ work and the majority of 
the physical work and we believe his 
work has keen such to make our phye- 
ical ‘and boys’ department popular 
with the boys. We are satisfied that 
another season will ahbw returns for 
the time he has spent on this work 
thie year. 

The. help that we have had from the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary, both financially 
amd with social events, has been euch 
that we must commend them very 
highly’ for their fine interest in spite 
of many other calle upon their time 
for community service in connection 
with war activities. 

The Board of Directors and commit- 
teo men have responded nobly to every 
call, especially our worthy finance 
minister, Mr. D. V. Sinclair, who has 
been a tower of strength to your -eccre- 
tary in looking alter financial mat- 
ters. The local pastors have always 
been very kind in co-operating with 
ns in our work and also the local press 
who deserve the very best thanke for 
their courtesy at all times.

There is always the danger of water- 
ing vegetable cropa over abundantly. 
Ontario has been fortunate this spring 
in the amount of natural watering that 
the gardens have receivel, but this 
dlosa not necessarily apply all over 
Canada. A cily garden shouki never 
be watered in the heat of the sun. In 
any event the water should be applied 
in aa fine » spray aa posdible. Force; 
will wash out the sends” flatten the 
soil, expose the roots to the sun's rayhy 
and thus cause the -wilting of the 
plant. As the seeds are first break- 
ing through, the ground, should be 
gently watered in the evening with 
the ‘watering can. The hose in de- 
atructive if us&i feo soon after plant- 
‘ng, It ja necessary to stir the soi? 
after each rain or watering in. order 
fo conserve the moisture. 

Particular care must be taken in 
tie watering of transplanted vezet- 
Sables. Ut ia a good plan to put hit 
tle water in the holes before the plants 
are put in them. Or, on the other 
hand, the watering may be done im- 
mediately after planting while the soil 
se wtill loose, This will prevent the 
planta from wilting.

Open Monday 


Has Cost Some Six. Millions -- 
Completed From L. Ontario 
to Lake Simcoe 


OTTAWA, May 30.—The Trent Ca- 
nal, begun a generation ago, will b> 
officially opened for navigation from 
Trenton to Lake Simcoe on Monday 
next by Hon. De. Reid, Minister of 
Railways and Canals. 

The six-foot waterway from the 
southerly outlet to Lake Ontario wat- 
ers at Trenton to Lake Simcoo, vie 
Peterboro has cost something like 
26,000,000, The northern half of the 
waterway giving ontket to Georgian 
Bay, via tho Severn River, will not 
be completed for somo time yet. It 
will cost another two millions. 
Meanwhile the southern portion of 
the new. transportation link will be 
principally of local benefit in enabling 
Poterboro and other points along the 
route to bring in coal and other com- 
modities at lower rates than the rail- 
ways can give.
